brought into contact vath those tv/o most unusual men* 

Just outsido of Adolaidc , one of the main tracks loading North from tho city 
is a hill knov/n as Iiontcfioro Hill 9 a very v/oll knovn land mark overlooking 
tho city. My friend in his car v;as procooding up this hill in tho direction 
of myhomo some four miles av;ay, and we were half v/ay up this hill vdicn he 
suddenly .-.turned to me and said. ” Tlicre were some follows fell off a motor 
bike there, Did you see thorn ?. "I replied ” No” as I v;as on tho opposite 
side and had not noticed thorn . Ho pulled to the side and stopped the car 
and said, " Wo had better go back and see if they are alrigit”. Fc bothgot

One of the strangGst foaturoc of our day Is the incrcacii:^_, opat-o of so-called 
science fiction that pours forth from the publishers of this material . 

Their themes seem to stem forth from previous speculative scientific forecasts 
of tne seemingly impossible, by Nostradamus, Gray the poet, the apocryphal 
Mother ohipton’, lidgar Allen Poe, Jules Verne , but notably those concievedin 
the fertile brain of H,G. VTells. 


Wells, it seems, tried to bring his strange prophetic intuitions under the dis¬ 
cipline of'his scientific training, but could never thoroughly tame them , des¬ 
pite his valient show of religious agnosticism • Like many, he hitched his 
apocalyptic soul to theobsolete chariot ‘of-materialistic Victorian science, 
to find out , alas, too late, that the’telos’ (end) was overtaking mankind with 
all the fury of a divine judgement , contrary to all his earliest expectations. 

PITIFUL LISILLUSIONIOTT. 

’ This is the end’,he ’-vrites on his deathbed v;itii pitiful disillusionment. 

’ There is no v/ay out or round the impasse’ Again, ’ Our world of self-delu¬ 
sion. ... is like a convey lost in the darkness on an unknown rocky coast.’ 

He records his disillusionment vdth a lucidity attributed ih vainby some apolo¬ 
gists to sheer senility. He has been decieVed and he knows it at the last 5 
but his pre-occupation with the ’telos ^ or judgement, does not abate. 

His earliest prophetic venture, ” The Sleeper ' Aivakes", published in the late 
19 th century, is a brilliant forecast of the prospects of cUi agnostic mechani¬ 
cal advance, including flying, radio, abd all the modern circus, vdth the in¬ 
evitable regimentation of mankind and the darker scenes of ’enlightened man’s’ 
destruction by the spectres lying dormant in his hideous ancestral memories 
of original sin . 

Mai'iy think that Wells actually gave a significant fillip and directive to the 
course along which scientific progress has in fact advanced, and that the com¬ 
batants of two wars clung to Wellsian imagination in sheer horrific self-defence 
Cynics may v/ell iament the pathetic faith cf l/ells in his hey-day, that the 
social enlightenment of man and ’peace on earth* must ultimately v/alk together 
hand in hand vdth progress in the paboratory, and that man ( as he taught, 
evolved through the ape from an inexpicable miracle in the slime) would at last 
become like a god. At the last he ridicules the conceit of Henley’s poem 
about man being the ’ captain of his soul ’. 

Many nov; follow him with strange and alomost fanatical cries to humanity of 
’Rpent, or be burnt! These are not the v/ide-ey©d fanatical ’ Betael* preach¬ 
ers of the novelists, but the agnostic scientists including rJinstein . Lari 
Russell, Heuer, Hoyle and many otnors in their ranks. 

The late C.'J.H. Joad w^s at least logical in throwing off his agnostic train¬ 
ing some time before his unfortunate death, and bringing his mature convictions 
into the context of the Hebrew- Christian revelation. He died a Christian and 
a member of the Church of Lngaland.

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VIOLEIJT ELECTRICAL STORL'I HITS ADELAIDE 
FIRE BALLS PLAY TAG 

On tliG night and early morning following of April 20th 1964 . Adelaide v/as hit 
by tile fiercest electrical storm ever witnessed according to the opinion of 
the Editor and the many observers interviev/ed by him, some vfho gave evidence 
ci^iiite voluntary. 

Thunder roared and rolled with deafening bursts for hours and lightening struck 
again and again with the most brilliant effect and quite blinding to the eyes 
even when not looking at and with backs turned to it. 

In a near bymain road adjacent to the Editors residence one women testified 
vdth hvcr f.imily as to seeing on looking out the ^Tindow# fireballs falling^ some 
over 12 inches in daimeter and rolling along the highway and tagging each other

them rolling along the roof tops of the houses near him . 

Strangely no mention was made of the fireballs in the local records of the 
paper accounts which dealt extensively v/ith the storm . this may be due to the 
fact that such was not reported to the paper or that they were localised in the 
area near to the Editors home. 

One thing was established and that v/as that the intensity of the storm was far 
beyond anyones rocollectionj and even some of these people had ^vitnessed some 
in the Northern Territory of Australia and along the Nullabor Plains , and 
in every case they stated that never had they knov/n such a fierce display of 
electrical energy, and to put it into the words of one "It was sure a bonanza" 

Hail accompanied the storm v;ith pieces as large as small plums some held in the 
hand and photograpbod having melted somewhat were about 1-^ inches in size. 
Glasses in houses of roofs were smashed and as also were roofs with iron pene¬ 
trated. damage generally was estimated all round the State to run into thousand 
of pounds. 

V/o report t is becausot-pf the fact that fireballs so far have never been fully 
explained and t 3 fact'^tiaat they have had an indirect association with all 
UFO stxxd^^ from time to time.

Because from time to time X7e recieve many questions and theories re the re¬ 
lationship of the Antarctic to Saucers, v/e here reprint a very fine article taken 
from the latest edition of the English ** ORBIT’*, issued hy the Tyneside UPO 
Society • price 2/-. a ma azine we can recommend to our readers. The Editor. 


The idea of a possible link between an Earth-based source 
of the UFO, such as the Antarctica, is not new* It must be 
some years since v/e read these theories. Shaver, Ogden and 
several anonymous witers have put forward such beliefs. 

In this article, Miss Pi-.pa Braybrook of Stratford -on=Avon 
outlines the basis for some of these strange ideas. 

Saucer fans have long sought a link between these phenomena and reality, 

The-Book, ’* The Ba^.n of Magic” makes the fantatsic claim that Hitler was influ¬ 
enced by Supermen from the Inner Earth, an ancient race which v.dll emeerge to 
tiJcG over our world , Hitler , it is thought,, had-the pov/er to destroy ice and * 
snow. How are t_.ese ideas concerning an inhabited inner v/orld and the signifi¬ 
cance of ice linked to the saucer mystery and the book of Job, 38. V. 22 and 23 
” Hast thou entered the treasuries of snow, or hast thou seen the treasuries 
of the hail, v/hich I have reserved against the day of battle and ^;ar ?. ” 

Before thw war, an explorer in the ice region of Alaska and Korth Canada, 
was shown the map of a certain field in which lay an entrance to a hidcj.en world, 
by fur tra ppers at the Hudson Bay Company Headquarters. In 1939 > he returned 
to Germanv with this information and was given a secret mission, with a 1,000 
to new yrwyy long-range submarine in order to make' a survey. In 1961, Austra¬ 
lian Saucer RGCord( edited by Fred Stone) carried a description by an anonyomous 
American of a visit by saucer to an oasis in Queen Maud Land. Eastern Antarctics 
populated '^i.th visitors from the planet Zuna in the twin star system , Alpha 
ontauri, and a German contingent vistied by Hitler from his hide-out in Patar- 
§onia. Two details give one some faint confidence in this fantastic information. 
Marie Corelli describes such an Antarctic oasis in the'*Sorrows of Satan”; and 
Field- Marshall Goering sent an expedition to t is area as late as January 1939*

Another fact is uitablo at this point. ” The Lav.n of Magic” mentions a 
Turkish Officer who, a hundred years ago, discovered a set of maps,, one of w^ch 
traced the contours of the Antarctica as accurately as if recorded by men fly¬ 
ing high above the Jarth. ” Ilarth*s Shifting Crust" by Charles Hapgood, (Londnn 
Museum Press ) includes a reference to this map, on p.52, and gives it a date 
of 5j000 years ago or more. It shows South iiinerica and part of the /uitarctic 
Coast, including Queen Maude Land and the Palmer Peninsula ice free. 

SauEer fans may find the mystery solved by an Antarctic -Expedition perhaps 
within tUG next year, but the vhioh pountry will malce the discovery?. 

None can deny the anxieties in everyone’s mindss so much is unknown. 

Can Antarctica contain the clue to tne solution of some of our mysteries?.
